In spite of the fact that the law is 
distinctly against the shipment of 
dynamite or any other explosive on 
railway trains without distinctly 
marking their nature on the outside 
of the package and giving notice 
thereof in writing to the station a- 
gent where the package is shipped, 
persons continue to resort to all 
kinds of devices to carry explosives 
1a defiance of the law.

| Gentlemen:—We beg to submit for 


: vour consideration our estimates fox 


the year, 1917. 
' Our revenues from sources other 
than taxes are diminishing yearly 
fron: causes beyond our control, and 
we can see no way at present to in- 
crease them. 

For the past few years our expen- 

ditures have been greatly reduced 
each year so that now our controll- 
able expenditures are down to about 
a minimum, Further savings can only 
be made at a sacrifice of efficiency. 
' Most of our expenditures are now 
fixed charges such as debenture re- 
payments, street lighting, pumping, 
insurance and interest; the school 
board expenditures are beyond the 
control of the Council and the con- 
trollable are those in connection with 
administration. Fire Department, 
Health Department, and maintenance 
of roads, waterworks, parks, sewers, 
boulevards, ete. 

We have made provision in the es- 
timates for the cost of the additional 
j buildings at the Exhibition grounds 
and $500 to cover cost of new side 
walks, bridges, culverts, ete., that 
may have to be buiit this year. This 

jmoney need not be spent, unless the 
j necessity arises, but we deem it wise 
{to make provision for emergencies. 
| Ve have not made provision for 
iany expenditures whatever on capital 
account to be paid by the fssue of 
debentures as our efforts for the next 
few years must be directed towards 
;reducing the debenture debt as much 
las possible. As we do not retire any 
debentures for the next few years the 
annual levy for debenture repayment 
will remain the same. 

Owing to the large amount of ar- 
rears of taxes charges are heavy and 
provision must be made in the esti- 
mates for ‘uneollected taxes.’? Our 
reserve fund for this purpose now 
stands at $16,000 and should be add- 
edto this year. The amount to be 
{provided we will leave to your judg- 
ment.

Neither Blinding Snowstorms 
Nor Paralyzing Frosts 
Check Their Ardor 


London, Jan, 16.—‘‘Neither blind- 
ing snowstorms, nor paralyzing 


frosts, nor impassable marshes could 
check our ardor.’’ Such is the tri- 
bute of General Dimitrief to the Rus- 
sian forees on the Riga front. His 
message furnishes the key to the Nus- 
sian attacks in the last week. 

Despite long and furious hand-to- 
hand struggles and the murderous fire 
of hundreds of machine guns, the 
Czar’s troops have succeeded in 
breaking the jerman lines, almost 
entirely destroying three enemy re 
giments and routing another, «and 
jfinally overrunning fortifications con- 
structed only after fifteen months’ 
hard labor. 

The tale of the capture is eloquent 
including fifty machine guns, and 
enormous equipment—even 1, 00000 
bottles of brandy.

We have sent recruits 
to the Navy, the Canadian Infantry,

‘ed the Canadian Arn:y Medical Corps. ' 


‘Our Honor Roll now contains, about 
80 names. 11 of our men have been 
wounded, including the late Rector 
off this parish, Rev. W. H. I. Harris, 
‘Who lies paralysed in a London hos- 
pital. We warmly weleome back to 
our midst, Rube Gee, “Yoddy”’ 
George, Arthur Carswell, and James 
Nurcombe, who have returned after 
honorable service. Seven men, con- 
nected with our parish have given 
thein lives in this great struggle for 
liberty.

We shall ever honor the memories 
of these men. Our hearts go out. in 
sympathy to those near and dear to 
them. Meanwhile we trust and pray 
that this sacrifice shall not have been 
made in vain but that the fruit of it 
shall be the saving of the liberty of 
the world from a conscienceless mili- 
tary despotism.

Mr. W. Parlby read a paper of his 
wife’s, on ‘the Church and the Rural 
Problem,’ This paper gave rise to 
quite animated discussion, A vote of 
thanks was moved to Mrs. Parlby on 
motion of Revs. A. D. Currie and H. 
Assiter, and carried. R. BE. Fiske 
later suggested that the paper might 
be published in the‘Canadian Church- 
man’ and some of the local papers. 
This was also carried, and the Secre- 
tary was instructed to see this was 
done. :

A nice preparation for the boys 
to have betore going to the Old Coun- 
try, Which is so much despised by 
the Moral Reform league, who stig- 
matize it through the Ministers of 
the Gospel, as a “booze ridden, self 
sufficient, spiritually benumbed conn- 
try.” Sir, L can put up with a good 
deal, but I will not stand for any 
crank to abuse my country or my 
countrymen. 

My son turther wrote me while on 

his way to the east, enroute to the 
Old Country, that at every station

not just plucked the fruit. She has, or 
is clusing up the breweries and — dis- 
tilleries. Therefore the quicker Can- 
ada follows Great Britain’s example 
the betier. Of course, 1 admit it is 
very humiliating; for Canada to fol- 
low the Old Country’s example, es- 
pecially after giving her advice on 
the subject. Now, ‘sir, the Moral Re- 
form League gues to great pains to 
'prove that Great Britain is the hot- 
bed of drunkenness and all kinds — of 
vice, but { can quote figures just as 
‘well as they can.
